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Was  founded  bj  Thomas  Jefferson.  It  opened  in  the  year  1825  with  123  Students,  and 
has,  with  some  fluctuations  in  its  earlier  history,  increased  steadily  in  numbers  until  it 
counts  now  625  Students.  Among  these  the  Northern  States  are  but  slightly  represented, 
the  Southern  States  very  numerously,  and  Virginia  furnishes  370.  The  tuition  is  in  the 
hands  of  13  Professors,  7  Assistant  Instructors,  and  a  few  Licentiates;  it  is  given  by  Lec¬ 
tures  and  Examinations.  It  comprises  the  three  Faculties  of  Science  and  Letters,  of  Medicine 
and  of  Law.  Instruction  in  Theology  is  not  given,  but  a  resident  Chaplain,  chosen  by  the 
Faculty  every  two  years  in  turn,  from  the  four  denominations  that  prevail  in  the  State, 
holds  Prayer  Meetings  and  Religious  W orship  for  all  who  choose  to  attend. 

The  Honors  of  the  University  are  granted  only  upon  satisfactory  examination,  Honorary 
Degrees  being  unknown.  The  session  lasts,  in  all  departments,  nine  months — from  October 
to  July — without  intermission,  and  is  wound  up  by  a  Public  Day,  on  which  Exhibitions  are 
held  and  Honors  are  conferred. 

The  management  of  the  University  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  Visitors,  whom  the 
Governor  of  the  State  appoints  every  four  years,  in  such  a  manner  that  each  of  the  four 
geographical  divisions  of  the  State  is  represented  by  two  members,  except  that  in  which  the 
University  is  situated,  which  has  three  .representatives.  These  act  as  an  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee;  one  of  the  members  is  elected  by  the  Board  to  preside  as  Rector. 

The  income  of  the  University  consists  in  an  annuity  of  $15,000,  granted  by  the  State 
from  the  Literary  Fund,  in  fees  of  tuition  and  matriculation,  and  in  rents  of  certain  hotels 
and  dormitories,  which  form  part  of  the  College  buildings.  It  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to 
about  $75,000.  The  University  has  no  permanent  endowment,  and  is,  of  course,  a  State 
Institution.  Fifty  Students,  selected  by  the  Faculty,  one  from  each  Senatorial  district  of  the 
State,  receive  gratuitous  instruction. 

Among  the  means  of  instruction  are  found  the  usual  collections  for  Medical  purposes, 
ample  apparatus  for  Chemistry  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  a  Library  of  nearly  30,000 
volumes.  The  public  buildings  contain  the  necessary  Lecture  and  Exhibition  Rooms, 
Library  and  Museum,  dwellings  for  most  of  the  Professors  and  Officers  of  the  Institution, 
rooms  for  about  200  Students — the  other  400  boarding  in  the  immediate  vicinity — a  Par¬ 
sonage,  an  Infirmary,  a  Gymnasium,  &c.  They  are  lighted  with  gas,  and  will  soon  be 
abundantly  supplied  with  water.  The  Institution  has  a  Post  Office  of  its  own,  called 
“  University  of  Virginia,”  and  a  Station  on  the  Virginia  Central  Railroad,  by  which  either 
Washington  or  Richmond  can  be  reached  in  about  five  hours,  and  easy  access  is  had  by  way 
of  Lynchburg  to  the  Southern  and  Southwestern  States.
